1. This application (the election of claims 1-12 on 04-23-03) contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

(la) the specifics of the device being comprised of the step portion being provided at a 
projection formed to extend in a direction intersecting the direction of the rubbing process 
(claims 2-4); or (lb) the specifics of the device being comprised of the step portion being 
provided at a hollow portion formed to extend in a direction intersecting the direction of the 
rubbing process (claims 5-7); 



(Ic) the direction of the rubbing process being perpendicular to a downwardly rubbed 
portion of the step portion (claim 1 1); or (Id) the direction of the rubbing process slanting to a 
downwardly rubbed portion of the step portion (claim 12).
